The antelliprent cor- 
respondent of the 'Wjaahington Star 
sizes up the situation: 


I am certain that our .best and ablest 


nven do not regard aa a "possibility" 
in uny cease a return ot Hawaii to 
monarchy, ''with Kaiulanl as queen," 
or anybody else on the throne. I'or any 
er;d of securing stability, monarchy 
would be the most hc-pele-ss resort. The 
only strength which It could b* ima&s- 
Injil to contribute to a government 
would be in its enlisting- the support 
of a majority of.the natives. But their

The ideas and policies of admin- 
istration characterizing the natives 
are puerile, capricious and wholly in- 
comipatiible wlith the necessities of an 
active civilization and commerce such 
as have taken P'jssesstion of that-queen 
group of the Pacific- Native adminis- 
tration and native monarchy had long 
survived tisetulness. It fell because it 
was rotten and decrepit. It can no 
more be restored than can an old and 
decayed house after it has 'been, pulled 
to pieces. 


The whites do and must dominate 


here, .because 'they alone possess the 
capacity and disposition to conduct 
civilized and capable administration of 
government. Thejr alone are enaawed 
with the necessary .intellectual and 
moral Jnatlncts for such duties. The 
whites cer.ta.inly haive not the remotest 
earthly use for a Kanaka king: or 
queen on their own account. The stu- 
pidity, the willfulness, the caiprtces of 
such a personag-e would at once clog 
all the machinery of government. Af- 
ter having once experienced the order, 
the reasonableness, the qukit ot civ- 
ilized republican government, control- 
led by the will of the best part of the 
people, no one Is going back to the old 
regime. 


It has frequently teen said that the 


sugar planters -were opposed to annex- 
ation because in the event of such a re- 
sult, the policy of Introducing chea/p 
labor would be greatly modl-fied. But 
the sugar planters are not in the ma- 
jority 'by a long way; nor does it ap- 
pear that thoir Influence te the control- 
ling one.

it is difficult to realize that prior to 


B. C. 700 there were no true coins, that 
Ingots or buttons of gold and sliver 
were weighed at every mercantile tran- 
saction. The Lydlans of Asia Minor 
are credited with having been the nrat 
to cast and stamp with an. official de- 
vice small oval gold ingots of definite 
fixed weight, an invention strangely 
delayed, but of. Inestimable Importance 
to industry and commerce. A coin has 
been described as "a piece of metal of 
fixed weight, Ktamiped toy authority of 
government, and employed as a me- 
dium of exchange." Medals, though 
struck by authority, are only historical 
records and ha.ve no currency value. 


The bright, far-flashing intellect of 


Greece saw the import of the Lydlan 
Invention and adopted it quickly, and 
every Greek State, nearly every city, 
Island, and colony, established a mint, 
generally at some one of the great tem- 
ples, for all early coin types are relig- 
ious in character. They bear symbols 
o-f some god a:; a pledge of good faith. 
The offerings, tithes, and rents of the 
worshippers were coined and circu- 
lated as money- Temples thus became 
both mints and banks. Our word, 
"money," is sai-d to have been derived 
from, the Roman shrine of Juno "Mon- 
eta," ithe earliest Latin mint. 


The first shape of these early coins 


was that of an enlarged coffeeberry, 
punched .on the? rounded side with offi- 
cial letters, or sinkings, as they are 
called.—<Jood Words. :

B. C. 700 there were no true coins, that 
ingots or buttons ol gold and silver 
were weighed at every mercantile tran- 
saction. The Lydians of Asia. MJnor 
are credited with having- been the first 
to cast and stamp with an official de- 
vice bd?iall oval gold ingots of definite 
fixed weight, au Invention strangely 
delayed, but of Inestimable importance 
to industry and commerce. A coin has 
been described as "a piece of metal of 
llxed weight, stamped t>y authority of 
government, and employed as a me- 
dium of exchange." Medals, though 
struck by authority, are only historical 
records and have no currency value. 


The bright, far-Hashing- intellect of 


Greece saw the import of the Lydian 
invention and adopted it quickly, and 
every Greek State, nearly every city, 
Island, and colony, established a mint. 
generally a-t some one of the great tem- 
ples, for all early coin types are relig- 
ious in character- They bear symbols 
o£ some god as a pledge of good faith. 
The offerings, tithes, and rents of the 
worshippers were coined and circu- 
lated as money. TemipO.es thus 'became 
both mints and banks. Our word. 
"money," is said to have been derived 
from ,thc Roman shrine of Juno "Mon- 
cta," ithe earliest Latin mint. 


The flrst shape of these early coins

The funeral of Jacob Jitter -whose 


death happened so suddenly yesterday 
•will t>e held at 2 o'clock "Wednesday 
from the family residence at Eleventh 
and Clay streets- Rabbi Friedlander 
will officiate. 


The deafch occurred Just as Mr. Let- 
ter was about to perform one of the 
highest acts of honor conferred by the 
church of -which he was a nremtoer, that 
of lighting the perpetual light at the 
dedication siervices ot the new syna- 
gogue. 


He had long suffered from heart trou- 


bles though he tried in vain to keep it 
from his family, and the act which he 
was to perform excited him consider- 
ably. As he and his wife were ascend- 
ing the sti'ps at the church he stagger- 
ed, and several who were ^tandlnc 
near by caught him before ho fell. 
They assisted him to a llttlo room, on 
the lower floor of the building and kind 
hands made him as comfortable as 
possible. 


Dr. J. R. Brad-way wag in the church 


at the time and was hastily summon- 
ed. He applied resloratlves and took 
other meaurcs to save the life of his pa* 
tlent but without avail. The light of 
life went out in the church of which 
the sufferer was so long a member. 


Mr. Letter was one of the pioneer 


mei chants of Oakland, comins here 
first in 1!>C1. He at that time opened 
a little store on lower Broadway. Rig- 
id honesty and a desire to faithfully 
serve hit, patrons caused his business 
to grow and as the little village spread 
northward he moved In the line of pro- 
gress and opened a now and larger 
store farther up Broadway. 


He was a native of Poland, ajred 7i 
years and from early boyhood fought 
tho battle of llf? alone. He was devout 
and an earnest and active worker in 
the church. For hla services he was 
chosen the first President of the syn- 
agogue in which he died. 


The family of 
the deceased were 


brought up and attended tho public 
schools here. Tltey ore highly respsct- 
ed In the Jewish Society and 'Ihe^le.-Uh 
of .the father and husband, is deeply 
grieved by many.
